SEEKS PARTY UNIT 


Will Instruct His State 
Delegates to Vote for 
New Yorker. 


WOULD NOT ACCEPT 
SECOND PLACE POST 
Plea for Self-Rule Is Made in 


Announcement of His 
Retirement. 


Baltimore, June 18 (A.P.).—With- 
drawing from the field of Democratic 
presidential candidates within just a 
week of the national convention at 
Houston, Gov. Albert C. Ritchie of Mary- 
land, in a statement to the Associated 
Press tonight, said that “Gov. Smith is 
in every way fitted by experience, char- 
acter and ability to assume the leader- 
ship” and has the best chance to win. 

In stepping aside for the New York 
executive, who, he said, “justifies the 
people’s faith in Democracy,” Gov. 
Ritchie added that he would instruct 
the Maryland delegation to cast its 
strength for Gov. Smith. 

There was no expectation in the 
Marylander’s mind that he would be 
Offered the Vice Presidency, but even 


though it might be, he will not accept 
it. 


Smith Fitted for Leadership. 


“I am profoundly convinced that no 
consideration of self or of personal ad- 
vancement on any one’s part should be 
allowed to stand for one moment in the 
way of the success of the Democratic 
party, which is the natural champion 
of self-government and popular self- 
rule,” Gov. Ritchie said. 

“It has become increasingly evident 
that the great majority of the Demo- 
cratic party in almost every section of 
the country are ready to align them- 
selves behind the leadership of Gov 
Alfrec E. Smith of New York. 

“Gov. Smith is in every way fitted 
by experience, character and ability to 
assume the leadership. 

“He has proved himself a fearless and 
efficient administrator of the greatest 
State in the Union and his record is a 
guarantee that with his as President, 
honesty in government would take the 
place of corruption in government, and 
that the natural resources of the coun- 
try would be protected. 

“Whatever contributes to Democratic 
unity will in turn contribute to Demo- 
cratic victory. I think it is my duty 
to do my part, and 1 do it gladly.” 


Pilea for Popular Self-Rule. 


Declaring that the principles of “seif- 
government and popular self-rule are 
challenging the attention of the coun- 
try today as they have not done for 
years,” Gov.

WOMAN DEATH LURE 
FOR A BANK ROBBER 


Victim of Herald Square Kill- 
ing Is Identified as Former 
Buffalo Man. 


New York, June 18 (A.P.).—A man 
who was shot and killed in an automo- 
bile in Herald Square yesterday was 
identified by police today as Edwin J. 
Jerge, formerly of Buffalo, N. Y., a boot- 
legger and bank robber. They believed 
he was lured to his death by a woman 
of the underworld. He had many 
aliases, Edward Carter being the one 
most recently employed. 

Police said Jerge came to New York 
in 1914 from Buffalo, where his brother 
and father now hold “important” po- 
sitions. He served a workhouse term 
here as a pickpocket in 1916, and later 
was arrested with Abe Beckerman and 
“Pinkey” Fine and others for the rob- 
bery of the Washington National City 
Bank in Chicago. 

Jerge’s woman companion yesterday 
disappeared after he was shot beside 
her in an automobile. Police said Beck- 
erman and Fine, both killed in a rail- 
road wreck here three years ago, be- 
lieved Jerge had betrayed them after 
the Chicago robbery, and had sworn 
vengeance against him.

(0 HURT AS BOMB ROGKS 
GOURTHOUSE IN DETROIT 


Judges, Jurors and Officials 
Rush Panic Stricken From 
Huge Building. 


GUARD IS HERO OF BLAST 


Detroit, June 18 (A.P.).—A mys- 
terlous bomb explosion rocked the 
county building in the downtown dis- 
trict here this afternoon, injured at 
least ten persons, shattered virtually 
every window in the stone building and 
sent hundreds of persons, including 
judges, jurors, county officials and 


clerks, rushing panic-stricken into the | 


street. 

Three persons, including two guards, 
were badly injured. Other casualties, 
less serious, resulted from flying glass. 

The big building, which occupies a 
city square and is only two blocks 
from police headquarters, houses vir- 
tually all county officers, circuit and 
justice courts 

Police reserves arrived soon after the 
blast occurred and all offices and 
courts were immediately closed. Four 
persons seen loitering near the areaway 
a short time before the explosion were 
arrested on suspicion. 

The bomb, about 10 inches long and 
wrapped in a newspaper, was found in 
a men’s rest room on the main floor by 
Frank Stolpa and Edward Hackenjos, 
guards. They called Charles C. Gers- 
chow, another guard,,and the three 
poured water on the smoking package. 
Discovering it was a bomb, Stolpa 
pickgd it up, rushed to the nearest 
doorway and hurled it into the area- 
way. It exploded with terrific force a 
moment later. 

Investigators said late today they 
were unable to determine the motive 
for placing the bomb. 

All three men were injured, and Ed- 
ward Cooney, a fourth guard who had 
rushed to the areaway, suffered injuries

BRITISH KING'S. AGENT 
BEATEN BY FASCISTI 


Set Upon in Milan by Secret 
Service Members; Arrests 
Demanded by Envoy. 


London, June 18 (A.P.).—An assault 
upon a king’s messenger in Milan, 
Italy, has been held by the British 
foreign office as not of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant a formal commu- 
nication to Rome. Therefore, it is being 
dealt with locally by the _ British 
Embassy in the Italian capital. 

According to unofficial reports, this 
king’s messenger was standing on the 
street in Milan when a member of 
the Fascist secret service organization 
demanded to see his passport. The 
messenger questioned the Facist’s right 
to make the demand, but -finally 
went with him and three others to 
the police station. He was allowed to 
go as soon as he produced his diplo- 
matic passport. 

In the street, however, the messenger 
was assaulted by the four Facists and 


severely beaten. On the demand of the 
British Ambassador, the culprits were 
arrested but it is not known whether 
they have been’ punished.

Welsh Populace Is Wild With 
Excitement as Plane Ap- 
pears in West. 


ALL ENGLAND RINGING

Able to See Nothing, Stultz 
says; Heard Occasional 
Greetings From Ships. 


Burry Port, Wales, June 18 (A.P.).— 
The first woman ever to cross the At- 
lantic Ocean in an an airplane, and the 
two men who aided her in the crossing, 
sought well-earned repose in this little 
Welsh town. Today, shortly after noon, 
Miss Amelia Earhart, of Boston, with 
Wilmer Stultz, pilot, and Louis Gordon, 
landed their trimotored monoplane 
Friendship in Burry Port estuary, off 
this port, completing in 20 hours and 
49 minutes the flight from Trepassy 
Bay. Newfoundland 

Tomorrow they will fly the Friend- 
ship to Southampton, which, as an al- 
ternative to Valencia Bay, Ireland, they 
had set as the goal of their transatlan- 
tic flight. Southampton they misse@ 
by flying about 130 miles too far north- 
west. 

Tonight sleep, and sleep only, really 
mattered, and the fliers, three weary 
human being~, were taking advantage 
of Wales’ quiet to get just that. 


Watches Saw Plane Approach, 


It was shortly after noon that watcr- 
ers On the Welsh coast saw an airplane 
approaching from the southwest like a 
great black bird. As it drew nearer 
the drone of its three powerful engines 
became audible, but it was not until 
the big ship flew low over Llanelly 
Railway station (4 miles from Burry 
Port) that it dawned on the curious 
crowds that this was the Friendship 
and that aboard it was the first woman 
to cross the Atlantic in an airplane, 

The Stars and Stripes painted on the 
fuselage and the printed letters of its 
name could be-seen. Once Burry Port 
had seen this insignia it was a town 
transported with excitement. 

After circling gracefully over the 
town the plane continued at a low 
altitude along the river to the coast, 
and there narrowly escaped disaster 
when it passed only a few yards to the 
side of the Burry Port Copper Works 
chimney stack. Observers held their 
breath, but the plane,slipped by to 
make a graceful landing a few minutes 
later in the estuary. The tide was al- 
most dead low when the plane skimmed 
the water, taxiing up to a buoy where 
the fliers made fast, while launches and 
boats from the shore scurried out to 
greet them, 

Great Voyage Is Ended. 

The great voyage from America had 
ended; their dreams were realized, and 
the plane and its occupants safe “on 
land” once more. 

The entire population of this little 
town soon had rusned to greet the 
fliers, and the entire district about here 
was soon in a ferment of excitement. 
Not in years had the vicinity been 86 
awakened. 

Boatmen rowing out to the plane saw 
first Miss Earhart, bobbed hair swathed 
in colored bandeau, and face wreathed 
in a tired, happy smile. They stretched 
their hands up from their skiffs to the 
cabin of the plane and grasped her 
hand congratulating her with almost 
their first words. 

She thanked; them simply, one of 
them said upon returning, adding: 
“I’m the proudest woman in the 
world.” 

Stultz Goes to the Land. 


Stultz and Gordon were then seen 
anc after some conversation with the 
boatmen Stultz put out with one of 
them for land where he procured fresh 
fuel supplies. Gordon and Miss Ear- 
hart wanted only to sleep, and, after 
a while, they too were rowed from 
their plane into Burry port. 

When Miss Earhart stepped ashore 
she was surronded by a cheering crowd 
of Welsh townsmen and their wives 
and children, all eager to express thelr 
welcome. 

Her escorts knew how tired she was 
—her face told only too well what she 
had been through—and to save her 
from the affections of the mob of 
British folk they rushed her into the 
office of a nearby colliery. But not 
before one little girl had pushed her 
way through the crowd and asked the 
Boston girl if she would accept a little 
black kitten as her mascot.

Zoning Commission Agrees to 
Have Further Hearing on 
Building Petition. 


SIMILAR ACTION TAKEN 
IN STEERMAN APPEAL 


Plea Denied for Extension of 
Row of Stores in Chevy 
Chase District. 


The Zoning Commission, in execu- 
tive session yesterday to consider the 
petitions urged in public hearing last 
week, was unable to agree on whether 
to permit Jullus Garfinkel to erect his 
new department store building to a 
height of 130 feet without setbacks for 
the upper stories at Fourteenth and F 
streets northwest. The case will be 
readvertised for another public hearing 
in July. 

Similar action was taken in the case 
of the south side of Columbia road be- 
tween Seventeenth street and Mozart 
place. This property was involved in 
the much-discussed Steerman case. 
Four years ago the commission refused 
to rezone it from residential to com- 
mercial, so that stores could be placed 
the first floor of an apartment build- 
ng. 

The owner of the building, Mrs. Anne 
Steerman, appealed to the courts. The 
validity of the zoning law and the 
authority of the commission were in- 
volved. The community took bitter 
sides. The Federation of Citizens As- 
sociations collected money and hired 
special counsel to assist the- zoning 
commission. Mrs, tSeerman lost her 
case in court. 


Past Appeals Objected. 


Every year since that time she has 
made a similar appeal to the com- 
mission. Her petition always has been 
refused until this time. 

In both these cases it Is said the 
reason for deferring and readvertising 
so further hearings may be held was 
that the full zoning commission did 
not sit in last week's hearing or in 
the executive session yesterday. It was 
felt that two cases so important should 
have the attention of the full com- 
mission. 

A petition to extend the commercial 
district in Chevy Chase to extend the 
row of stores along Connecticut ave- 
nut as far south as Legation street was 
denied. It met the opposition of the 
local citizens association and many 
property owners. It also is an old 
case revived anually. 

The commission granted requests and 
changed zoning as follows: 

The intersection of Sixteenth street 
and New Hampshire avenue northwest, 
residential C to residential D: 3605 M 
street northwest, first commercial C 
to second commercial D; commercial 
property on the east side of Fourteenth 
Street northwest between Columbia 
road and Irving street, height restric- 
tion raised from 60 to 90 feet: rear 
lots along Connecticut avenue between 
Yuma and Albemarle streets northwest, 
residential to commercial; rear of a lot 
near Davenport street and Connecticut 
avenue northwest, residential to com- 
mercial; rear of several lots on the east 
of Bladensburg road northeast 
between Channing and Douglas streets, 
residential to commercial. 

Decisions were deferred, without re- 
hearing, on requests to change scatter- 
ing lots near Fourteenth and Montague 
streets northwest from residential A to 
A restricted area and a tract in the 
vicinity of Bryant and Twenty-first 
streets northeast from residential to 
industrial, 


COAST GUARD ADMITS 
KILLING MAN IN BOAT 


Fired Into Water Without 
Orders, He Says, Absolv- 
ing Captain. 


Jacksonville, N. C., June 18 (A.P.).— 
Charley Buckmaster, coast guardsman, 
admitted to a coroner’s jury late today 
that he fired the shot that killed Fred 
Powell, Carteret County young man, 
Saturday, as a Coast Guard boat, com- 
manded by Capt. W. F. Piner and with 
Buckmaster and another coast guards- 
man aboard, attempted to halt a gaso- 
line launch they believed to be carrying 
liquor. 

Buckmaster was given a preliminary 
hearing and bound over to the October 
term of Onslow County Superior Court 
under bond of $2,000. Buckmaster said 
he fired at the water merely as a warn- 
ing to the occupants of the boat, and 
that he believed Powell was struck after 
the ball from his rifle had riccocheted 
off the water. He absolved Capt. Piner 
of any connection with the killing, say- 
ing he fired without orders. 

A warrant charging second degree 
murder was sworn out against Capt. 
Piner yesterday, but had not been 
served today, and Coroner G. W. Jones 
said he expected it to be withdrawn.

PRISONER HANGS otLt 
ON BARS OF CELL DOOR, 


Coat Sleeve Noose Used to 
End Life of Man Held on 
Threats Charge. 


USED IRON COT FOR TRAP 


Locked in a cell at the Fifth Precinct 
Station pending arraignment in Police 


Court to answer charges of threats and 
intoxication, Ratchford Kirby, 29 years 
old, 205 Eighth street southeast, last 
night made an improvised noose out of 
his coat sleeves and hanged himself 
from the iron bars on the cell door. 
He was dead when police cut him down. 

Kirby was arrested yesterday after- 
noon on the intoxication charge by Po- 
liceman W. F. Beck, of the Fifth Pre- 
cinct, at Sixth and E street southeast.

Baltimore, Md., June 18.—The Rev. 
Dr. George Cole Bacon, formerly pastor 
of two Methodist Churches in Wash- 
ington, died suddenly today at his home 
in Monkton, Baltimore County.

PUBLICATION AFTER 
HOUSTON CONVENTION 


Witnesses in Anti-LaFollette 
Fight to Be Questioned 
by Senator Steiwer. 


Machinery to put before the voters 
of the country the expenditures of 
presidential candidates during vuhe com- 
ing campaign was being set up yes- 
terday by the Senate campal-" expen- 
diture; committee, which at the same 
time was making plans to extend its 


investigation into Texas, Wisconsin. 
Minnesota and “alif-rnia, where un- 


usually wide activity was reported in 
the primaries. 

In the policy of making public the 
amounts spent by the candidates dur- 
ing the campaign itselz’, a precedent 
in politics will be wrought. It is also 
looked upon as a safeguard ~ ~ainst the 
use of huge funds by the local work- 
ers in the absence of authority from 
the candidates themselves, as well as 
the employment of slush funds by any 
interested group. 

Senator Steiwer, chairman of the 
committee, stated yesterday that the 
movement to put the figures up to the 
public would be finally set under way 
at the conclusion of the Democratic 
convention. Cooperation of the can- 
didates and their managers will be 
ne--ssary, and they will be called upon 
to make statements of expenses from 
time to time. 


Senate Pian Favored. 


In the face of some disclosures of 
h-avy expenditures by candidates for 
Federal office, the & te comm ittee’s 
plan is said to be favored in that it 
will definitely spike the whisper cam- 
paigns that are constantly being car- 
ried on ‘o the hurt of the candidates. 
Accusations of slush funds will there- 
by be given the test o. cold figures. 

Senator Seiwer will go to Chicago Sat- 
urday, according to tentative arrange- 
ments to hear two witnesses from Min- 
nesota and one or two from Wisconsin. 
The names of the witnesses have not 
been made public, but those from Wis- 
consin who will be examined wil be 
questioned on the anti-La Follette fight, 
in which about $40,000 is supposed to 
have been expended in the campaign 
to elect anti-La Follette delegates re- 
gardless of the men they favored for 
the Republican presidential nomination. 

It has developed, Senator Stelwer as- 
serted, that the group opposed to the 
La Follette organizati6én sent delegates 
to Kansas City instructed for both Her- 
bert Hoover and former Gov. Lowden 
and for and against a wet plank in the 
platform. “This $40,000 has not been 
charged to any candidate, so we will 
endeavor to find out how the money 
was allotted,” he explained. “About 
$7,000 used by La Follette in seeking 
delegates for Senator Norris has been 
charged against the candidate.” 


Campaign Leaders Called. 


In Minnesota a vigorous fight pre- 
ceded the election of delegates for Low- 
den and Hoover, and those who directed 
these campaigns will be called. Mr. 
Hoover, given stanch backing in Min- 
neapolis and Duluth, the first and 
third cities of the State, was able to 
glean only a few delegates from the 
Minnesota group, most of them, given 
rural support, being instructed for for- 
mer Gov. Lowden. 

Texas expenditures will be inquired 
into by Senator Bratton, of New Mexico, 
a Democratic member of the commit- 
tee. Both Republican and Democratic 
leaders are expected to be called to tes- 
tify to the money used in what has 
been called one of the hardest pre- 
convention fights in the history of the 
Lone Star State. It was there that Gov. 
Moody’s wing of the Democratic party 
managed to bring together a State con- 
vention instructed for a dry plank, and 
therefore considered anti-Smith. 

A hearirg in California, where, Sena- 
tor Steilwer stated, exceptionally wide 
activity was reported, is set for some 
time in August. The place will be 
chosen shortly before the hearing, and 
leaders of both parties will be asked to 
testify. The California Democratic 
delegation has been instructed for Gov. 
Smith, the primaries having sent down 
to defeat both Senator Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, and Senator Reed, of Missouri. 


Inquiry Outcome Discussed. 


Discussing the probable outcome of 
the investigations, Senator Steiwer said 
the findings would be available for use 
in the Senate in connection with any 
legislation. He had in mind no par- 
ticular law to govern primaries for 
which the committee’s report was 
wanted, but others suggested that it 
may be presented in support of the 
Cutting resolution which would pro- 
vide for Federal r°gulation of primaries. 
This would amount to a constitutional 
amendment. 

Following the investigations now ten- 
tatively planned, the committee, other 
than compiling the presidential candi- 
dates’ expenditures during the cam- 
paign, will remain inactive until next 
fall, when the investigations of ex- 
penses in some States may be resumed. 

The plan of the committee now is to 
collect the data it requires through cor- 
respondence, Senator Steiwer declared. 
It hos been successful in this already, 
and it is improbable that the proposed 
visits of the committee to West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio and Indiana will materialize.

Sun Ziang Wan was acquitted of 
that crime after being convicted and 
sentenced to die. Police officials said 
they did not know the theory Kelly 
had in mind, but the Missouri report 
warranted investigation.

There is a traveling case, furnished with 
fittings in gold and mother of pearl. 
There are Parisian gowns and shoes and 
finery of all kinds to replace Miss Ear- 
hart’s aviation costume in readiness for 
the busy days ahead. 

Elaborate plans have been made for 
the reception here tomorrow noon. A 
convoy of planes will meet the Friend- 
ship near the Isle of Wight and at the 
marine port the lady Mayor of South- 
ampton, Mrs. L. M. Welch, will welcome 
Miss Earhart, together with Mrs. Guest 
and John M. Savage, American consul. 


To London by Motor. 


After the reception and a luncheon 
the party will leave for London, travel- 
ing by motor. In the capital the heroine 
of the Atlantic will meet the king and 
queen and other celebrities of the realm. 
Capt. Guest and Mrs. Guest will be her 
hosts while she is in London. 

She will be entertained by Lady 
Astor, famous American. noblewoman; 
by Lady Heath, noted English aviatrix, 
and others. She will meet Sir Alan Cob- 
ham, world flier, and Sir Efton Bracken 
and officials of the air_ministry, who 
assisted her by furnishing weather re- 
ports. , 

She may also meet the Duchess of 
Bedford if that intrepid 62-year-old 
lady has returned from her flight to 
India. 

The program calls for a dash to the 
continent and present. plans are that 
Miss Earhart will sail from Europe 
June 27 on the Ile de France. This 
will bring her to New York on July 
4, a date which is held especially fit- 
ting for the end of the big adventure. 


Honors in Her Home City. 


Medford, Mass., June .18 (A.P.).— 
Miss Amelia Earhart’s home city of 
Medford prepared today to honor the 
first woman to fly across the Atlantic. 

Soon after the néws was confirmed 
that the Friendship had arrived safely 
in Wales, ‘Mayor Larkin ordered 21 
shrill blows on the fire alarm and. the 
city’s fire whistles shrilled out the 
salute. 

The mayor then sent a cablegram to 
Miss Earhart. The message said: 

“Every citizen of your home city of 
Medford hails with delight your .won- 
derful achievement of being the first 
woman to successfully fly across the 
Atlantic.. Congratulation.” 

Plans for a public reception to the 
young woman when she returns home 
were launched and Mayor Larkin said 
he would appoint a citizens’ commit- 
tee to arrange the details. 


Miss Boll Is to Attempt 
An East-to-West Crossing 


Harbor Grace, June 18 (A.P.).—Miss 
Mabel Boll, who had planned a trans- 
atlantic flight in the monoplane Col- 
umbia, announced late today that she 
would take off tomorrow morning for a 
return flight to New York.

Heavy Cloud Banks and Rain. 


The greater part of the trip across 
the Atlntic it was wil nigh impos- 
sible to see anything at all on account 
of the heavy cloudbanks and the driv- 
ing rain, Stultz said in describing the 
flight. They kept in touch with the 
outside world by means of the radio and 
the occasional greetings from passing 
ships. 

“We were quite cheerful,” he added. 
“Our only anxiety was that our fuel 
would not last. It was beginning to 
run low when finally we sighted land.” 

The three were not particularly dis- 
appointed when they dscovered they 
had landed on the Welsh coast instead 
of at Valencia Island, Ireland, or 
Southampton. Stultz remarked he 
had discounted the force of the strong 
northerly winds and let them blow 
the plane about too much. 


Flood of Congratulations. 


Tonight a flood of congratulatory 
telegrams and cablegrams from all over 
Europe and America was pouring into 
the telegraph offices here. During the 
early afternoon they were sent out by 
cycles messenger to the docks and 
from there by boat to the plane. To- 
night the task was simpler, since the 
hotel where they all slept was nearer. 

One of the most cordial of the con- 
gratulatory messages was from the 
Air League of the British Empire, 
stating simply: 

“Heartiest congratulations on your 
magnificent achievement.” 


| 
Little But Marsh About Town. 


Burry Port and this vicinity is one 
of the most remote sections of Wales. 
For miles around the estuary where 
the plane alighted there is little but 
marsh. The town itself, aside from its 
fishing interests, thrives principally as 
@ port for shipping the coal and cop- 
per which come from the mines which 
are everywhere about. Unemployed 
miners comprise the greater part of 
the population. 

Late tonight the Friendship had been 
refueled and taxied into the friendly 
waters of Burry Port harbof. A guard 
had been set about it to protect it 
from the curious. 

“Verry Happy to Land.” : 

“I am very glad we have done it and 
very happy we've landed,” said Miss 
Earhars to a correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press as she stepped ashore 
from the monoplane Friendship. 

“I am too tired to say more.” 

Miss Earhart, whose bobbed hair was 
bound in a colored bandeau, later add- 


ed a few words to this brief statement, 


despite the fact that, as she said, “We 
are all tired and hungry.” 

Askea if any untoward incident had 
occurred on the long hop, she said: 

“We could get no wireless communi- 
cation on the way, but we saw a steam- 
er this morning and thought she would 
let somebody know we had crossed.” 


Denies Racing Miss Boll. 


Wher asked what Miss Mabe) Boll, 
who hadghoped to be the first woman 
to fly th@ Atlantic, would think now 


that the Hpston social° worker had made 
the trip, Miss Earhart sald: 

“Oh, there was no race on between 
us across the Atlantic. That was faked 
by the American newspapers.” 

She was reluctant to discuss her ex- 
periences, but was radiantly happy and 
Findicated that it seemed good to be on 
land again. 

Asked if she did not feel proud of 
being the first of her sex to make the 
aerial crossing, Miss Earhart replied: 

“Well, at any rate I've realized my 
greatest ambition. I always felt sure 
the Friendship could do it, and 1 was 
right. Conditions weren’t very favor- 
able, but I can honestly say I never 
felt the slightest anxiety. 

“The plane behaved beautifully and 
there was never a sign of engine 
trouble. The only real difficulty was 
that of steering the course.’ : 

With a smile she added: “Send my 
greetings to all my friends in America. 
For their sakes I’m proud and happy.” 


Rain Almost Incessant. 


Bad weather and heavy mist, accom- 
panied the Friendship for the greater 
part- of her journey, while rain was 
almost incessant, Pilot Wilmer Stultz 
told the Associated Press correspondent. 
““As you know,” he said, “we hopped 
off from Newfoundland at 9:51 o’clock 
yesterday morning and intended land- 
ing in Ireland. However, lack of fuel 
forced our hand and we had to look 
for a landing place elsewhere.” 

Stultz was in the best of spirits 
and immediately went of to the tele- 
phone to give news of the arrival of 
the Friendship and to order fresh sup- 
plies of gasoline. 

Praised by All England. 

London, June 19 (A.P.).—All Eng- 
land tonight is ringing with praise of 
the young American woman, who is 
the first of her sex to have crossed the 
Atlantic in an aeroplane. 

That Amelia Earhart landed in 
Wales instead of Ireland or Southamp- 
ton has caused surprise, but has nodt 
detracted one whit from the glory of 
her achievement, England feels. 

The newspapers in their special edi- 
tions cite that three women have al- 
ready lost their lives in attempting the 
Atlantic hazard, and another, Ruth El- 
der, was able to go only part way and 
had to be rescued before disaster over- 
took her, too.

Woman Flier 


Too Excited 


To Help Pilot at Controls 


Ate Only Two Oranges and Few Tablets of Malted 
Milk, She Says; “Every Girl Will Know How I Felt 
at Success,” Interviewer Is Told. 


London, June 18 (AP.).—Amelia 
Earhart was. too excited on the flight 
of the Friendship across the Atlantic to 


relieve Wilmer StuHz at the controls, 
it is related in an interview which the 


Burry Port correspondent from 
Earhart at the Ashdurnham 
that town. 

The correspondent relates that Miss 
Earhart was so tired she had difficulty 
in keeping her eyes open while she 
talked. She kept running her fingers 
through her golden hair as she sat on 
the corner of a bed in her hotel room 
clad in the gray sweater, riding breech- 
es and high boots which she had worn 
on the flight. 

After telling of the difficulties of the 
start and how the floats of the plane 
had been strained by battering the 
waves, Miss Earhart is quoted as saying: 

“Once we were up, everything was 
all right. I spent most of the time in 
the rear cabin. It was cold there, and 
when I got-too cold I would go forward 
into the control cabin and sit beside 
Mr. Stultz. He navigated and flew the 
plane most of the way across, with just 
a little relief from Gordon. 

‘IT was too excited to do much more 
than think of crossing.” 

“All through the night we were fac- 
ing bad weather. There was fog and l 
did not see the sea for more than an 
hour at a time until we reached Aa 
peint south of Ireland, We climbed 
and climbed to get above the fog. 

“I did not eat much, only two 
oranges and a few tablets of malted 
milk. For other provisions we. had 
aboard hot coffee, sandwiches and pem- 
mican. 

“Stultz stuck at the controls for 
practically the whole journey. He steer- 
ed the course entirely by magnetic 
compass because a few hours after 
leaving our wireless apparatus went 
wrong in part. We could receive, but 
could not send on it. We received mes- 
sages fairly frequently about weather 
conditions. They were helpful, but 
they did not mention fog and we had 
fog all the way across. 

“In the night, too, we ran into heavy 
squalls of rain. Some of the moisture 
reached the engines and made them 
miss a bit, but they gave no real trou- 
ble. The wind was strong, but it was 
following and helping us. 

“I shall never forget the coming of 
morning and the daylight after the 
long hours of night flying without 
knowing for a moment how far we were. 

“I did not bother Stultz with many

Earhart has not seen his daughter for 
several years. 

“When she and her mother left here 

five years ago they were in very good 
financial circumstances,” he said, “Of 
course, I don't know how they have 
fared recently. But knowing Amelia’s 
initiative, I would guess that she pro- 
vided the funds for the transatlantic 
venture herself.” 
_The attorney said his daughter, be- 
sides having had a brilliant scholastic 
career, was a great lover of sports. She 
was a speedboat enthusiast, an expert 
on automobiles and a capable eques- 
trienne. 

Once, he said, Amelia accepted a 
challenge to ride an “outlaw” horse at 
a fair in Toronto, Ont. She rode the 
animal and carried off the prize, 
though she narrowly escaped injury. 

A picture of his dayghter as a slight 
but determined girl, who didn’t let pa- 
rental disapproval stand’ in the way of 
her learning to fly, was drawn by Ear- 
hart. 

Earhart, although he disapproves of 
his daughter’s flying, could not conceal 
his pride as he told of her air and 
scholastic exploits and spoke of her 
courage and unwavering nerve.

30 Planes Circle Overhead as 
Aviators’ Ship Steams 
Into Harbor. 


ALL 3 WEAR U. S. MEDALS 


Bremen, Germany, June 18 (A.P.).— 
Germany’s tribute to the crew of the 
Junkers plane ”: men, first to cross 
the Atlantic from east to west, began 
here today when Capt. Hermann Koehl, 
Baron von Huenefeld and their Irish 
companion, Maj. James E. Fitzmaurice, 
arrived from the United States. 

Shrieking sirens, waving flags and 
cheering crowds greeted the airmen. 
They were presented ‘vith medals and 
informed in no uncc.tain verms that 
Germany was proud of them. 

Thirty planes circled overhead 
throughout the welcome, headed by 
the Junkers crack air giant, the Her- 
manu Koehl, and bands played 
“Deutschland Uber Alles.” 

The welcome, delayed by the pro- 
longed stay of the filers in America, 
started when their steamer entered 
Bremerhaven Roads. Local officials 
relatives of C: pt. Koeh] and Baron von 
Huenefeld boarded the vessé] and gave 
them their first greetings and first 
German medals. The trio were wear- 
ing the American flying medals pre- 
sented to them by President Coolidge. 

The welcome grew in volume, and 
Capt. Koehl, deeply moved, thanked 
the reception committee, saying he had 
encountered theusands of former Ger- 
man citizens in the United States and 
that everywhere he had been commis- 
sioned to take their greetings back to 
the fatherland. 

At a luncheon aboard the steamer 
the guests ineluded the captain’s sister 
and proud old parents and the baron’s 
mother and brothers, all of whom had 
risen at dawn so as to be sure to be 
on time for the meeting. 

Maj. Fitzmaurice spoke feelingly of 
the comradeship which had bound the 
Bremen’s crew since they teamed up 
in Ireland.

DR. BUTLER SAYS MANY 
BACKED HIS WET PLANK 


Resolutions Committee Was 
Fearful of Effects From 
Liberal View, He Says. 


New York, June 18 (A.P.).—Dr. Nich- 
olas Murray Butler, returning today 
from Kansas City, where he was a dele- 
gate to the Republican national con- 
vention, said in a formal statement 
that failure of the convention to adopt 
his resolution calling for repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment is regarded by 
supporters of his plan as making the 
Republican party a prohibition party 

“If the voting public takes this 
point of view then the result in No- 
vember may bée most disastrous,” said 
the statement, which described the 
convention as ‘“‘dull and colorless,” 
where “the intellectual levél was cér- 
tainly not high.” 

Dr. Butler said he had _ received 
“personal assurances” from many 
members of the resolutions committee 
Agreeing with his position as indicated 
in his resolution, but they were “fear- 
ful of the political effect of incofpor- 
ating this declaration in the platform.” 
Dr. Butler said he had been informed 
eight members of the committee sup- 
ported his resolusion in é@xecutive ses- 
sion. 

The committee declafation calling 
for enforcement of the eighteenth 
améndment, Dr. Butler said, “was so 
extraordinary and did so great vio- 
lénce to sound constitutional doctrine 
and to long established Republican 
policies ‘and ideals that it could not 
be permitted to go without opposi- 
tion.” 

For that reason, he said, he ap- 
peared before the convention in a 
vain effort to have his resolutions sub- 
stituted for the enforcement declara- 
tion. 

“One of my purposes in urging this 
resolution,” he continued, “was to indi- 
cate to liberal-minded straight-think- 
ing méen and women of the country

51 BELIEVED KILLED 
IN GUNBOAT BLAST 


Bogota, Colombia, Jun 18 (A.P.).— 
Reports from Barranquilla say 51 per- 
sons are missin and are believed to 
have perished in the explosion that 
destroyed the Colombia army gunboat 
Hercules Saturday on the Magdalena 
River near the port of Sitio Nuevo. 
Most of the victims were drowned and 
their bodies devoured by alligators, say 
the reports.

KIWANIS CONVENTION 
HEARS HENRY HEINZ 


President, in Message, Urges 
New Aristocracy Founded 
Upon Service. 


Seattle, Wash., June 18 (A.P.).—An 
aristocracy founded not upon birth or 
wealth but upon service was defined 
today when Henry C. Heinz, of Atlanta, 
delivered the president’s annual mes- 
sage to 6,000 members of Kiwanis In- 
ternational, assembled at the Seattle 
Civic Auditorium for their twelfth an- 
nual convention. 

“In this age where material progress 
is the prime measurement of success 
in life,” he said, “we are prone to be- 
come so devoted to things temporal that 
we lose sight of the amenities of life. 
We become wrapped up in making mon- 
ey, in building up business, in control- 
ing politics. We become self-centered 
and self-conscious. 

“Selfishness is the food upon which 
Bolshevism and Communist thrive; 
selfishness has been the source of all 
misunderstanding and trouble since the 
world began. Lethargy and indifference 
toward the public good are the curse 
of our present life. Many have never 
tasted the sweets of service, never 
known the joy of friendship. It ts such 
agencies as Kiwanis that are providing 
to men of affairs a medium of service.” 

Heinz’s message followed a program 
of addresses by officials welcoming the 
Kiwanians to the Pacific Northwest,

Justice and Peace Is 
Urged at Detroit. 


BLACKLISTS — CRITICIZED 


: ‘ 
Detroit, June 18 (A.P.).—An “aggres- 
sive program” for world justice and 
peace, “to be secured throug. the co- 
operative activities of the major nations 
in renouncing war as an instrument of 
national policy” was advocated in a re- 
port today to the Northern Baptist 
convention by its committee on inter- 
national justice and good will. 

The committee report deplored the 
“confidential circulation of ‘black lists” 
by “individuals or organizations which 
are masquerading under the cloak of 
patriotism”’ as detrimental to “the 
spread of ideals of ware peace and 
justice.” ' 

Without mentioning any organization 
or individual the committee urged 
churches of the convention f® guard 
against “the attack being made on 
many of our most eminent workers fot 
world justice and peace.” 

“Engagements for such speake.: are 
cancelled by pressure from outside 
sources,” the report said, and added 
that “freedom of speech and assembly 
is being assailed.” 

In a survey of foreign relations the 
committee found satisfaction with the 
“evidences of growing good will between 
the United States and China and 
Japan,” lauded Ambassador Dwight W 
Morrow for “his diplomacy in bringing 
about a marked improvement in this 
country’s relationship with Mexico” and 
expressed regret because of ‘“‘continued 
tension” in the relations between the 
United States and certain sections of 
the population of Nicaragua and Haiti. 

The committee urged that United 
States marines and naval forces be 
withdrawn from ‘Nicaragua “at the 
earliest possible moment.” 

The report stated that the United 
States should make it clear that its 
policy in the Caribbean area ‘is not 
dominated by self-seeking interests.” 

The committee viewed favorably the 
proposa) of the Department of State 
favoring multilateral peace treaties 
with the major nations for renuncia- 
tion of war. 

On tne report of the finance commit- 
tee the convention approved its operat- 
ing budget of $8,472,585 for the current 
fiscal year. Walter A. Staub, chairman, 
said the budget will consist of $6.445.,- 
000 incoming through donations and 
$2,027,585 through non-donation 
sources A plan to raise special funds 
for foreign mission organizations hy ap- 
peals to individuals for special gifts, 
Outside the budget, was approved.

Proposed Laws Provide for 5 


_ Changes in Old Dominion 
r Constitution. 


BYRD ACTIVE ADVOCATE 


Richmond, Va., June 18 (A.P.).—Pro- 
posals for five amendments to the State 
constitution will be voted on in Vir- 
ginia tomorrow when the governmental 
reform program of Gov. Harry F Byrd, 
already passed by two successive gen- 
eral assemblies, will be submitted to the 
people for ratification or rejection. 

The proposals, the work of a citizens’ 
commission of five under Judge Robert 
H Prentis, of the Virginia Supreme 
Court of Appeals, wou.d make many 
changes in the constitution. 

The omnibus proposal, listed as No. 1 
on the ballot, would effect 43 material 
changes. It deals with such matters as 
amending the’ bill of rights, qualifica- 
ticns of voters and cfficers, composition 
and jurisdiction of courts, compensa- 
tion of certain State officers and other 
ailied subjects 

Proposal No. 2 would write the segre- 
getion principle of taxation into: the 
constitution. 

Proposals 3, 4 and 5 are the so-called 
shorter-ballot amendments. Their rat- 
ification would make the offices of 
treasurer, superintendent of public in- 
struction and the commissioner of ag- 
riculture appointive by the governor 
subject to the confirmation of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. These officers are now 
elected by the people. 

Gov. Byrd has been conspicuously 
active in his advocacy of the changes, 
carrying his plea for their adoption in 
a speaking campaign to all parts of the 
State. Opposition to the program has 
focused on the three proposed “shorter 
ballot” amendments, with spokesmen 
for each side stumping the State.

Thoughtful Democrats are looking anxiously 


‘ toward Houston, where the Democratic national 
' sonvention will meet a week from today. 


They 
‘will be pleased, indeed, if the party is as well 
served as the Kansas City convention served 
the Republicans, when it brought forth a ticket 
and platform acceptable to the great majority 
of Republicans. 

The Democrats at Houston will not be kept 
in suspense, as Republicans were, wondering 


whether the commanding figure in the party 
might intervene in some startling manner. 
There is no Calvin Coolidge in the party, with 
the weight of the Presidency behind him. 
Democrats are free to consider the qualifica- 
tions of candidates actually before the con- 
. vention, without keeping an ear at the long- 
. distance telephone, 

On the other hand, the Democratic conven- 
‘tion is faced with dangers that did not appear 
at Kansas City. There was never any doubt 
‘that the Republican party would lean strongly 
‘to the dry side of the controversy over the 
eighteenth amendment. There is grave doubt 
that the Democratic party take as strong a 
stand on either side of the question, or that 
it will take any stand at all without first having 
.a battle royal both in the resolutions commit- 
tee and on the floor of the convention. With 
Hoover’s nomination assured beforehand, the 
Republican resolutions committee found no 
difficulty in accepting the Borah dry plank, 
‘knowing that it would harmonize with the 
,nominee’s own views. But if Gov. Smith is 


:to be nominated at Houston it is not to be 


expected that the resolutions committee will 
try to equal the Republicans in singling out the 
‘eighteenth amendment for “vigorous enforce- 
‘ment.”” Gov. Smith should not be asked to 
stand upon a platform that he does not honestly 
indorse, and it is not likely that he will cousent 
‘to be placed in such a position. His friends 
‘will object to any plank that in any degree 
»misrepresents his sentiments. 

If Gov. Smith so far overtops all other can- 

didates as to be assured of the nomination on 
the first ballot, the formulation of a platform 
according to his ideas will probably be easier 
than it appears to be now. But while Mr. 
Hoover needed only a majority in sight in 
-order to swing the resolutions committee to 
his way of thinking, Gov. Smith must convince 
‘the convention that he has two-thirds of the 
‘delegates before there will be any assurance 
that the platform will be shaped to fit him. 
_ An uncertain factor in the Houston conven- 
tion is the opposition to Gov. Smith on re- 
ligious grounds. This opposition is disguised 
‘as opposition to his views on the eighteenth 
amendment. Some of the Southern delegates 
are utterly irreconcilable on‘the religious ques- 
tion, but are careful to say that their opposi- 
tion to Gov. Smith is solely because he is not a 
ry. To what extent the religious question 
may make mischief at Houston it is imposible 
to foresee; and it may be that religious bigotry, 
‘being afraid and ashamed to come into the 
open, will expend itself in a futile fight over 
the liquor plank. 

Assuming that the Democratic convention 
‘will reach agreement on the liquor plarfk there 
‘appears to be no reason why the Democratic 
‘party, with Gov. Smith and a suitable running- 
mate at the head, should not entér the cam- 
paign with united ranks and with many factors 
in its favor. The country would be gratified 
if the Houston convention should produce a 
candidate and a platform that would arouse 
the enthusiasm of all Democrats and put the 
Republicans on their mettle. 


HURRY UP FLOOD CONTROL. 


In a small measure the floods of last spring 
are bejng duplicated in the valleys of the White 
and St. Francis Rivers in Missouri and Arkan- 
gas. Thousands of acres of land are under 
water, and thousands of persons have been 
made homeless. What were promising crops 
gre concealed beneath a vast lake of muddy 
water. Weary crews are mechanically stuffing 
levee breaks with sand bags, through which

MISS EARHART’S FLIGHT. 


Amelia Earhart has achieved her ambition. 
She is the first of her sex to fly across the 
Atlantic. After 13 days of weary waiting for 
favorable weather reports at Trepassy, Miss 
Earhart, Pilot Wilmer Stultz and Mechanic 
Lou Gordon got the monoplane Friendship into 


the air Sunday morning. Twenty-one hours 
later, at 7 o’clock Washington time Monday 
morning, they brought their ship safely down 
in Burry Inlet, near Lianelly, South Wales. 

As the first woman to fly across the Atlantic 
Miss Earh&rt has made signal contribution to 
the progress of aviation. The Friendship is 
the first transatlantic plane, multimotored and 
pontoon-equipped, designed to make a long 
overwater flight with every factor of safety. 
Throughout the flight the Friendship was able 
to keep in communication by radio with ships 
at sea. Had the plane been forced down, it 
could have floated on pontoons if the sea was 
not too heavy until rescue ships, summoned 
by radio, could have arrived, 

When commercial transatlantic flying be- 
comes an everyday practice, it is probable that 
the ships utilized will more closely adhere 
to the design of the Friendship than that of 
other ships in which transatlantic filghts have 
been completed. Miss Earhart’s plane, of 
course, is not adapted to regular transatlantic 
flying. At best it is a fragile thing, dependent 
upon favorable weather, and apt to be crushed 
in the event of an emergency landing should 
high seas be running. Yet this first flight 
across the Atlantic with a pontoon-equipped 
plane proves that the greater resistance of 
floating gear is not an absolute deterrent to 
long overwater flights. As pontoons and flying 
boat hulls are improved in design, stancher 
and sturdier planes can be built, embodying 
factors of safety sufficient to cope with most 
of the dangers of intercontinental flying. 

Miss Earhart is the outstanding figure in 
this adventure, not because she dared more 
or served better than her fellow filers, Stultz 
and Gordon, but because she is.a woman, It 
remains to be seen how she will meet the 
pitfalls of sudden fame and easy fortune. 


ARMY AND NAVY FLYING. 


The unobtrusive work which the two mili- 
tary services are doing in behalf of aviation 
is likely to escape public notice while more 
spectacular enterprises are a matter of almost 
everyday occurrence. It is wall to remember 
that Navy aviators were the first to make the 
Atlantic crossing, that Army fliers were the 
first to encircle the globe and that the Army 
has to its credit the pioneer flight from the 
United States to Hawaii. 

The flight of military and naval planes from 
Washington to Nicaragua or Panama has be- 
come so much a matter of fact that such a 
journey no longer commands more than pass- 
ing notice. Other accomplishments are sub- 
ordinated because they lack the spectacular 
side, but in the development of aviation the 
work done by the aviation sections of the Army 
and Navy can not be overestimated. 

It became known over the week-end that 
Lieut. William H. Bleakley, of the Army Air 
Corps, and Lieut. Arthur Gavin, of the Navy, 
had set what are believed to be altitude 
records for their respective services and types 
of machines. The Army filer’s altimeter indi- 
cated that he had reached 40,000 feet, a new 
world’s record, in a test flight made at Wright 
Field, Dayton. The Navy airman got up to 
more than 18,000 feet in a PN-12 staplane 
over the Philadelphia Navy Yard. ‘ 

The importance of such flights is obvious. 
In aerial warfare the side which achieves the 
greatest altitude has won half the battle. It 
is not only able to operate without any danger 
from antiaircraft fire, but selects the moment 
and field of combat from above the enemy. 
The tasks which seem prosaic, possibly, when 
compared to transatlantic flights and other 
spectacular ventures, are of the greatest im- 
portance in the national defense. The experti- 
ence gained in such tests does more to advance 
the science of flying than an untold number of 
adventurous flights undertaken for personal 
glory and profit only. 


SELECTING OLYMPIANS. 


The sectional tryouts preliminary to the 
final selection of the team which will repre- 
sent the United States in the Olympic games 
gave evidence of the fact that the difficult 
task will not be to pick a team of superlative 
athletes, but to determine which ones, among 
80 many good men, shall be left at home. The 
final test in Boston should bring together so 
many champions that three teams rather than 
one could be picked without the least difficulty. 

On a comparative basis the West rather than 
the East carried off the honors on last Satur- 
day. The meet in Los Angeles was marked 
by the destruction of numerous records, and 
more astonishing still, the defeat of Charles 
Paddock by an unknown. The name of Frank 
Wykoff meant nothing in the Nation’s athietic 
followers until Saturday. Then he defeated 
‘Paddock in both the 100 and 200 meter dashes. 
The newcomer not only won but did so handily, 
an accomplishment not to be belittled when it 
is remembered that Paddock for years main- 
tained the right to be known as the “fastest 
human.” 

There were other outstanding accomplish- 
ments on the Pacific Coast. Even while writers 
in the East were lauding Johnny Gibson for 
having set a new world’s record in the 400< 
meter hurdles, Richard Pomeroy, of Los 
Angeles, surpassed Gibson’s.time by the frac- 
tion of a second. Leighton Dye, also a West- 
erner, eclipsed the existing Olympic mark in 
the high hurdles, and Bud Hauser and John 
Huck took the international records in the 

discus and shot put. |

HOME AND FOREIGN ACTORS. 


The family squabble between American and 
English actors, involving the right of either 
side to deny employment to the other on home 


territory, is assuming serious proportions. The 
latest announcement is that the matter. may 
be made the subject of interrogation in the 
House of Commons, a threat of official inter- 
vention which gives little promise of a peace- 
ful solution. The controversy was started by 
the decision of the British ministry of labor to 
bar the appearance of any alien actors whose 
place could be taken by native talent. This 
resulted in a regulation by the Equity Actors 
Association making six months’ intervals com- 
pulsory between engagements taken by foreign 
actors in the United States. 

An effort has just been made by a commit- 
tee composed of British and American actors 
to bring about a compromise. No encourage- 
ment has been given this body by the British 
authorities. The result may be the return of 
some 3,000 British actors now in the United 
States to Great Britain. This could only in- 
crease the acute unemployment problem with 
which the English stage is already faced. A 
limited number of American actors would be 
forced to forego engagements abroad, but they 
could be absorbed in the gaps left here by the 
departure of the foreign actors. 

So far the controversy appears to be one that 
has been too largely governed by red tape. Com- 
mon sense would dictate that those who follow 
the stage for a living should be classified in 
some other way than as ordinary labor. The 
laws of the United States have long recognized 
this distinction and provided for the entry of 
artists as a special class under the immigra- 
tion laws. Any prolongation of the discussion 
and its entry into the realm of diplomatic 
issues would only serve to aggravate the bitter- 
ness that is already felt. It would be far 
better to eliminate such a source of irritation 
than to magnify it. 


CRITICISM OF FRATERNITIES. 


Haywood Kendall, of Cleveland, when s0- 
licited for a contribution to the Cornell 
endowment fund, stated that he would be 
glad to will the university $1,000,000 if it 
would agree to abolish the fraternity and club 
system and create a separate college for its 
female students. His letter is a broadside 
reminiscent of some of the things which A. B. 
See has had to say about women. It is a 
feudal document if there ever was one. 

Disregarding the strictures that Mr. Kendall 
directed against the co-educational system, his 
attack against the fraternities opens a de- 
batable question. The Cleveland man was a 
fraternity member at college, as well as an 
active participant in many other student ac- 
tivities. He evidently did not object while 
at Cornell to the things which he now con- 
demns so heartily. 

The college fraternity has its good points. 
Men and women who are admitted to the 
Greek letter societies form friendships and as- 
sociations that are very valuable in after life. 
The nonfraternity student lacks the social con- 
tacts of the Greek letter member. He often 
obtains from his university life only bookish 
knowledge, and fails to form the friendships 
that should pe formed at that age. The se- 
verest indictment of the fraternity system, on 
the other hand, is that it may encourage 
snobbishness and imaginary class distinctions. 

Educators have tried to eliminate the bad 
features of the fraternity system and to re- 
tain the good. Such efforts are not likely to 
be helped by intemperate criticism. Mr. Ken- 
dall’s contention that the evils of which he 
speaks overshadow all the good a university 
may do is so narrow as to be almost ridiculous.

ENGLISH GRIEVANCES. 


No one ever feels so free to criticize England 
and English institutions and practices as an 
Englishman. In this connection the diatribes 
of Dickens occur readily to the mind. He 
certainly lashed abuses unsparingly; and he 
had many predecessors and has had many suc- 
cessors. There are today certain grievances 
under which England labors, and at a recent 
meeting of the Royal Society of St. George 
these were exposed and excoriated with char- 
acteristic British frankness. 

The particular grievances which, on that 
occasion, came in for special attention were 
the failure to inculcate patriotism in the 
schools and the menace of the alien population. 
A resolution was adopted to the effect that the 
systematic direct teaching of patriotism, not 
only in all elementary and secondary schools, 
but also in the universities by the founding of 
chairs of patriotism, should be organized 
without delay. 

The mover of that resolution, Sir William 
Bull, said that the time has come when there 
must be a tightening up in the admission of 
aliens. The aliens officially said to be in 
Britain ngmber 270,000, but he looked on that 
figure with the gravest suspicion, seeing that 
there are 2,800,000 aliens in France. Aliens 
are, he said, 
Britain and a habit is growing up of alien

sion. He insisted that there should be a strict 
registration of aliens and an annual tax levied 
upon them. 

Prebendary Gough, who seconded Sir William 
Bull’s proposal, came severely down on another 
of the traits which, he said, modern England 
has developed. He argued that not only is 
England becoming a country into which aliens 
wish to enter, but also one in which those who 
do not want to work wish to stay. Both the 
aliens who want to get in and the Englishmen 
who ought to get out are animated by the 
desire to be comfortable, and he feared that 
the English are losing the old spirit of adven- 
ture, which built up the empire. 

Comment is unnecessary, except, perhaps, 
to say that every nation has its own troubles, 
and the British speak out freely about theirs.

000 acres in Dunklin County and caused

Workers were fighting desperately to- 
day to hold the Mils levee, west of 
Campbell, and keep an additional 25,000 
acrés from being fidoded. The water 
was rising there and an additional G+ 
inch risé was expected. 

Strenuous efforts also were being 
made to hold levee district No. 4, near 
Senath. Stores at Senuth were closed 
and a large number of men were at 
work. In several sections they were 
sandbagging levees to keep additional 
acreage from being flooded: by water 
from the break near Browns Ferry. 

Highway No. 53, between Holcolm and 
Campbell; highway No. 84, west of Ken- 
nett, and Eudora road. southwest of 
Kennett, were under water and closed 
to traffic.

CONFERENCE PROPOSED 


Street car and motorbus officials 
have raised objections to certain of 
the automatic electric traffic signals 
proposed to be installed as part of the 
signal program of Director of Traffic 
William H. Harland.

Fisher yesterday received letters 
from John H. Hanna, president of the 


Capital Traction Co., and E. D. Mer- 
rill, president of the Washington Rapid 
Transit Co., objecting to certain pro- 
posed signal locations, 

Hanna said he thought the signals 
recommended on Seventh street north- 
west, between D street and Massachu- 


| 8etts avenue; at Thomas circle, Wiscon- 


sin avenue and M street, in Geo getown, 
and at other isolated points would seri- 
ously interfere with car schedules, Re- 
ferring to the Georgetown intersection, 
he said it could “only result in very 
considerable delay without correspond- 
ing; benefit,” since traffic is congested 
there only for a short period each day. 

Merrill objects to signals at such 
points as Thirteenth street northwest 
from E street to Massachusetts avenue;

~AT NEW YORK BY FATHER 


Mayor Walker Receives Mexi- 
can at City Hall After 
Hop From Capital. 


WILL GO TO WEST POINT 


New York, June 18 (A.P.).—The 
metropolis today became host to an- 
other ambassador of good will—Capt. 
— Carranza, the Lindbergh of Mex- 
co. 

The tall, modest young pilot swooped 
to the ground at Mitchel Field this 
morning after covering in 2 hours and 
50 minutes a 225-mile flight from 
Washington, his destination in an at- 
tempted nonstop flight from Mexico 
City last week. At that time he was 
forced down in North Carolina, , 

On his arrival today he reiterated his 
intention of flying his Ryan monoplane 
—a sister ship of Lindbergh’s Spirit of 
St. Louis—from New York to Mexico 
City without a stop. 

Arturo M. Elias, Mexican consul gen- 
eral in New. York; Army authorities, 
city officials. Clarence Chamberlin and 
Sebastion Carranza, the pilot’s father, 
greeted him as he was escorted to the 
field by Army planes from Bolling Field, 
Washington. He later was received at 
City Hall by Mayor Walker. 

Capt. Carranza will visit West Point 
tomorrow and Wednesday night will be 
guest of honor at a reception by the 
Mexican consul. 
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Capt. Emilio Carranza, ace of Mexi- 
can aviators, left Bolling Field early 
yesterday for New York in his plane 
Excelsior. 

Capt. Carranza, accompanied by offi- 
cials of the Mexican Embassy and a 
small group of friends, arrived at Boll- 
ing Field shortly before 7 o’clock. He 
was escorted in his flight northward by 
three Bolling Field pursuit planes, 
plioted by Maj. Howard C. Davidson, 
commandant; Capt. Robert E. Ellis and 
Lieut. Robert L. Brookings. 

Capt. Carranza will attempt a non- 
stop flight from New York City to the 
Mexican capital, he has announced. He 
is due-in his native country the 27th 
of the month, when his leave expires. 
After arriving in New York he will 
continue later in the day to West 
Point, where he wil present the West 
Point cadets with a picture of the Mex- 
ican Military Academy. On Thursday, 
at the invitation of Representative 
Edith Nourse Rogers, he will fly to 
Lowell, Mass., to dedicate a new munici- 
pa! airport.

fight to prevent foolish, unprepared ef- 
forts. There has been little done or 
said by the institutions and agencies 
that should have taken a firm stand in 
combating this emotion by telling the 
public the real facts about transoceanic 
flying, and so it has been extraordi- 
narily difficult to get the facts to the 
public. Ali this hesitancy to tell the 
facts is more or less natural due to the 
flood of criticism that descends upon 
one who presumes to speak hard truths 
about the matter. 


Refers to Southern Cross. 


“I have high hopes that the flights 
of the Friendship and of the Southern 
Cross may bring a better-informed pub- 
lic. The force of public opinion will 
prevent tragedies from unwarranted 
transoceanic flights and compel the flier 
to think before he hops. 

“The facts are these: Only a very 
small percentage of the unprepared 
single-engined planes flights that 
started across the Atlantic Ocean suc- 
ceeded in crossing—most of them dis- 
appeared into the unknown without 
the slightest trace—whereas every one 
of the three-engined planes has been 
successful 100 per cent—the North Pole 
flight, the transatlantic flight of the 
America, the Army’s flight to Hawaii, 
the flight to Australia, and now this 
flight to Europe. 

“If the engine of a single-engined 
plane keeps on going the pllot will 
cross the ocean. If it stops the plane 
will come down on the water. It must 
come down. All depends upon that 
engine. It is what makes the dif- 
ference between a dead pilot and a 
live hero. On the other hand, if one 
of the engines of the three-engined 
plane stops, the plane can fly with 
the remaining two engines and the 
mechanic can get out to the disabled 
engine and repair it in the air. Very 
few of the single-engined planes have 
carried radio. In spite of their longer 
cruisihg radius which has been a big 
element of advantage in some people’s 
minds, the single-engined planes can- 
not afford to carry radio on account 
of the weight. 


Would Prevent Tragedies. 


“On the other hand, the three-en- 
gined planes have carried radio and 
have been properly prepared and able 
to locate themselves with it. 

“It is my fervent hope that this 
flight, following so soon after that of 
the Southern Cross, will emphasize at 
least the truth about transatlantic 
flying and so prevent a ‘ecurrence of 
last summer’s tragedies. Valuable lives 
will be saved and aviation will be 
helped instead of hurt. 

“Of course I am making no case

HICAGO, Ill. June 18 (AP.).— 

Good, bad and inaifferent scores 

were recorded in practice rounds 
today over the No. 4 course at Olympia 
Fields, where the cream of all golfdom 
is now gathered for *he national open 
championship to start on Thursday. 

Outstanding among the better per- 
formances was a second 72, one above 
par, by the defending titieholder, Tom- 
my Armour, of Washingtcn. Fresn from 
the compilation of a marvelous 63 on 
this home course, Armour has been 
hitting his shots exceptionally well 
since reaching Olympia Fields. Gene 
Sarazen also negotiated the layout 
in 72. 

On the bad roster, strange as it may 
seem, the leading role went to no less 
a star than Bobby Jones. After scoring 
no better than 77 and 76 on his first 
two rounds Saturday ard Sunday, the 
amateur champion ‘oday took more 
than 40 strokes on the out pine with 
little evidence that he would improve 
until he got better contiol of his clubs 
and became more familiar with the in- 
tricacies of the links. 


Jones, the only one who ever won 
the British and the American open 
titles in one year, stayed home 
from the British contest this year 
to get In shape to recapture the 
American open crown. He has been 
playing well at home and in several 
Olympic fund exhibitions and only 
recently scored a stellar 65 on his 
home links at Eastlake. 


He has had a recurrence of an old 
trouble in the last fey days, pulling 
his short irons, but he expects to find 
a cure before the real contest starts. 

Walter Hagen, back from his victory 
in the British open, reached Chicago 
today, eager to duplicate Bobby’s feay 
of taking both open titles in the same 
year. He is hungry for victory in the 
present meet, as he has not won the 
national open since 1919, and then he 
had to play off a tie at 301 with Mike 
Brady at Braeburn. 

Johnny Farrell, who shares honors 
with Hagen as Beau Brummell of the 
links, also reached the scene of con- 
flict. He is a favorite among. many to 
win the tourney, as he has been knock- 
ing at the door for some time and l]s 
due to win on the law of averages, his 
friends say. 

Two other deferred “winners,” Mac- 
donald Smith and Bill Mehlhorn of 
New York, have been playing well at 
Olympia Fields. Both are getting close 
to par figures. Mehlhorn is not wor- 
riled about the twelfth-hole jinx, which 
at times has put him on the shelf. 
Three times or more this hole has up- 
set hitn in open meets. 


At Scioto, with a chance to win, 
Mehtihorn took 7 on the twelfth and 
again at Oakmont last year, after 
a spectacular 32 on the out nine 
and needing only par coming tn to 
outstrip Cooper and Armour, he 
took a 7 on the twelfth. He did 
the same at Sandwich in the Brit- 
ish open. 


The twelfth hole at Olympia Fields 
on the fourth course its an easy par four 
on its distance of 380 yards, but it has 
so many natural difficulties that there 
is not an artificial hazard on it. It is 
a dogleg hole entirely surrounded by 
trees and with a creek crossing the 
fairway 280 yards from the tee. Maybe 
“Wild Bill” can get a hole in 7 in four 
attempts. 

Rain over Sunday gave the turf the 
right tang for championship golf. It 
put what the professionals call a fuzz 
on the greens, so that a sharply hit 
putt will run perfectly without any 
tendency to slip. Incidentally it will 
make the rough exceedingly bother- 
some to those who stray from the nar- 
row path. The rough is not tall and 
meshed, but consists of rank green 
grass that turns the club in the weak 
hand.

Maryland-Hopkins T raining 
for Last Test at Baltimore 


ITH a six-weeks trip to Amstecr- 

dam in the role of the repre- 

sentative of the United States 
in the Olympic lacrosse games as the 
stakes, the University of Maryland and 
Johns Hopkins University Teams yes- 
terday settled down again to the train- 
ing that will prepare them for the 
all-important struggle next Saturday. 

The final contest to determine the 
American Olympic choice was definitely 
awarded to Baltimore last night by the 
Olympic lacrosse committee following a 
conference with representatives of the 
two teams. Announcement that the 
game would be played in Baltimore in 
preference to Washington was made by 
The Post last Sunday morning. 

The game will be played in Baltli- 
more Municipal Stadium starting at 
3:30 o'clock. An unlimited supply of 
tickets will be placed on sale at Spald- 
ing’s here tomorrow morning. The 
seats will sell for $1, with a limited 
number of box seats at $2.20. 


Washington, which had been 
considered as the site of the final 
game, was not represented at the 
meeting in Baltimore last night. 
The decision to award Baltimore 
the game was made after more 
than five hours of conference and 
was swayed by the personal plea of 
Mayor Broening that the game be 
played there Inasmuch as both 
contenders were Maryland teams. 
Both Maryland and Hopkins players 

were averse to clashing on the Cen- 
tral High School field here where the 
semifinal games were played last Sat- 
urday.

The Brown Thrasher, 3 


The brown thasher is known from 
the Atlantic coast to the Rockies. It 
seems to prefer hedgerows, or the 
bushy borders of woods on hills. Now 
and then it is found in a thicket in 
a dry field. 

Brown thrashers take pains in build- 
- ing their nests. First they weave to- 
gether twigs, grass and plant stems. 
Then they put in a lining of leaves 
and little roots, so that the eggs and 
young may have a soft resting place. 

The reason for the name “thrasher” 
is not certain. It may be a change 
from “thrush” or ‘“thrusher.” The 
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THE BROWN THRASHER 


thrashers are related to the thrush 
family. 

Thrashers have been known, how- 
ever to give real ‘‘thrashings.” Herbert 
Job tells how he once spied the home 
of a thrasher family. There were five 
young ones, fairly well feathered, and 
the parents were on guard. Mr. Job 
put his hand into the bush to brush 
leaves aside so that he could take a 
picture. What was his surprise when 
the male Thrasher gashed toward him 
and gave his hand a sharp wing rap! 
He stepped back a bit and the bird 
retreated to the nest, spreading wings 
ovrr the young ones. 

After some trouble Mr. Job managed 
to obtain a goodly number of pictures 
of the family. Then he decided to dis- 
cover what would happen if he picked 
up one of the young. 

Stepping to the nest he touched a 
little bird, but both parents (crying 
wildly) attacked his hand. They peck- 
ed and scratched, caught on his fingers 
and struck the hand swift blows with 
their wings. Again and again the trial 
was repeated; but each time with the 
same result. 

No harm was intended to the tiny 
ones, but how were the parents to 
know that! They must have been full 
of joy when they saw this giant of a 
man walk away, as if beaten in battle.

1. One Spade. The hand would have 
the strength to justify a bid of one 
Spade even if the Ace of Clubs were 
@ small card. In the old days players 
disliked to start the bidding with King- 
Jack-Ten suits, but in recent years !t 
has heen found advisable to do so 
whenever the strength on the side is 


as great as an Ace-Queen, or an Ace 


and King in different suits. Soin this 
case the Heart support ‘would be suffi- 
cient to justify the Spade bid without 


the Ace of Clubs. 


2. Double. This is a double of the 
camouflage type. The doubler would 
make it with the firm intention of 
overcalling if East should answer by 
bidding a Diamond. In that case West 
would bid one Spade, showing that the 
Diamonds would not suit and that the 
Spades are distinctly preferred to the 
Hearts. The advantage of the double 
rather than bidding the Spade iImme- 
diately is that if East have four Hearts 
and less than four Spades, the double 
will produce a Heart answer, and un- 
der such circumstances that might 
work much better than a Spade bid 
by West. Camouflage doubles should 
be used only when facing partners of 
ability; with a poor partner in this 
case the bid should be one Spade. 

3. One Spade. It is quite true that 
the partner has bid the only suit in 
which North had no defense, and it is 
also quite true that segenerally with 
four suits in the two hands, No Trump 
is the best declaration; but in this 
hand, with the Club suit consisting of 
an Ace and one small, and with two 
possible losers in the long suit, the 
chances for a game at_Spades seem to 
be more promising than for a game at 
No Trump.

Bloomfield.and Isbell, who investigated 
the subject for the United States Pub- 
lic Health Service. 

The investigation covered fourteen 


large cities. The shops investigated 
were large and well organized as auto- 
mobile repair shops go. Two parts per 
10,000 was set as tne limit of pollution 
allowed with carbon monoxide. The 
average pollution in all the shops was 
2 1-10 parts. In other words, illegal 
pollution was the rule. Air fit to 
breathe was the exception. The highest 
amount found was 11 parts, more than 
five times the limit allowed. 

These analyses took no notice of un- 
‘ burned gasoline in the air. Unburned 
' gasoline is something of a poison itself, 
and it serves to aid and abet the ne- 
farious effects of carbon monoxide.

Running the engine with the clutch 
out, or even running the car from place 
to place in the shop or garage were 
found to be the most potent causes of 
befouled air. 

Among the measures of control sug- 
gested are that when the engine is run 
in a parked car, the exhaust must 
discharge into an exhaust hood, and 
cars must drive from the door to the 


parking space in the shortest time and || 


by the shortest route possible. In the 
main, the remedy consists in arrange- 
ments for ventilation. Fan ventilation 
is a necessity in all large places. 

The efficacy of ozonaters in garages 
was tested by these observers. They 
could find no practical advantage in 
having them. Such good as they do, or 
seem to do, Bloomfield and Isbell say, 
must be psychological. 

Conditions in small garages and re- 
pair shops are even worse than in the 
large places. The matter of carbon 
monoxide air pollution in long distance 
auto buses also was investigated. None 
of the analyses showed an illegal pro- 
portion of the poisonous bases in these 
vehicles. Where accidents have occur- 
red it must have been as the result of 
some leak or other accident, or some 
unusual condition. They did not find 
the air in buses overheated on more 
than one occasion. If a bus is crowded 
with passengers, the air is likely to be 
polluted by the occupants. But these 
are matters apart from carbon mon- 
oxide.

Injustice Charged in System 
of Rating of Service Men, 
by Legion Official. 


CHALLENGES AUTHORITY 
FOR FEDERAL INJURIES 


Harland Wood Holds Organi- 
zation Is Doing Work of 
Budget Bureau. 


The Bureau of Efficiency was criti- 
eized yesterday at a hearing before the 
Senate civil service comittee by Har- 
land Wood, attorney, and chairman of 
the District American Legion commit- 
tee, investigating alleged violations of 
the rights of former service men em- 
ployed by the Government, in the mat- 
ter of efficiency ratings and retention 
in the Federal service. 

He testified the efficiency rating sys- 
tem adopted by the Bureau of Effi- 
ciency is faulty, and results in numer- 
Ous cases of injustice to veterans. He 
asserted that Herbert D. Brown, chief 
of the bureau, wastes the organization’s 
time in examining into affairs of the 
District and in investigating other mat- 
ters connected with the Federal Gov- 
ernment in which it has no real au- 
thority. 

All of this unauthorized activity, he 
explained, causes the bureau to neglect 
the matter of efficiency ratings for 
which it was primarily created. He 
cited where the last report of the bu- 
reau showed it had spent more than 
$61,000 in investigating affairs of the 
Government of the District and only 
$88.20 in administration of efficiency 
ratings. 

The Bureau of Efficiency under Mr. 
Brown, according to Mr. Wood, is doing 
what the law requires the Bureau of 
the Budget to do, that is, inquiring 
into the matter of administration of 
the Federal Government rather than 
paying attention to efficiency ratings. 
Mary Henaughan, former employe of 
the Treasury Department, the only oth- 
ey witness, testified that many persons 
have been unjustly discharged from 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue. 


Digging of Revenue 
Cellar Is Begun 


Work was started yesterday on the 
new $10,000,000 Internal Revenue build- 
ing, when three steam shovels, two pile 
drivers and a fleet of trucks opened 
operations on the site. Three more 
steam shovels will move in within the 
next few days, officials of the F. W. 
Mark, Co., contractors in charge an- 
nounced. 

Actual construction has commenced 
on the new $2,000,0C0 pavilion of the 
Department of Agriculture, where the 
two old buildings are being connected 
by the central structure. Operations 
also are in progress on the site of the 
new $17,500,000 Department of Com- 
merce building, where three steam 
shovels have been swung into action. 


U. S.-Austria to Sign 


Treaty of Commerce

M CARL BACKS DECISION 
ON WELCH AGT EFFECT 


Refuses to Modify Ruling in 
Regard to Interstate Com- 
merce Workers. 


TWO GRADES AFFECTED 


Comptroller General J. R. McCarl 
yesterday refused to modify his origi- 
nal interpretation of the Welch act, 
in a reply to protests made recently 
by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, appealing from his decision as 


affecting grades 5 of the professional 
service, and 12 of the administrative, 
clerical and fiscal. 

At the discretion of superior of- 
ficers, employes of grade 5 of the pro- 
fessional service may be advanced to 
grades 6 or 7, under McCarl’s ruling, 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
had pointed out. Those in grade 12 
of the administrative, clerical and fis- 
cal, could be advanced only to 13. 
“This creates a rather unfair situa- 
tion,” the commission had held, “in 
that assistant directors in the profes- 
sional service now allocated to grade 
5 may be promoted to grade 7, while 
it appears that assistant directors of 
equally important bureaus allocated to 
CAF 12 can not be allocated to grade 
14.” 

McCarl, in his answer, declared the 
basic qualification for grade 13 under 
the Welch act are the same as for 
grade 12 under the original classifica- 
tion. He concluded grade 12 employes 
can not go higher than grade 13. It 
will be for the Personnel Classification 
Board to decide after July 1, he said, 
whether the employes are filling jobs 


to be allocated to grade 14.

Judge Marion De Vries, former pre- 
siding judge of the United States 
Court of Customs Appeals, has been 
decorated by the Government of Nor- 
way with the Order of St. Olav, first

‘The results of the tests 
will be made public as soon as possible, 
Dr. Ingberg said. Burning of the build-
